Gentlemen, 

I  am  much  pleased  to  submit  my  second  Report, 
viz. ,  that  of  1003.  as  I  consider  it  reveals  a  very  health}7 
state  of  our  Urban  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — On  account  of  so  many  houses  being 
empty  I  consider  I  am  still  justified  in  gauging  the  popu¬ 
lation  at  the  figures  of  last  year,  viz.,  2,223.  The 
acreage  of  the  district  is  914,529. 

Births. — There  have  been  67  births  registered  as 
against  59  last  year,  and  this  time  the  boys  number  39 
and  the  girls  28.  This  gives  an  average  of  30.1,  as 
against  26.5  last  year,  per  1,000  per  annum. 

Deaths. — A  total  of  23  deaths  have  been  registered, 
being  10  less  than  last  year.  This  gives  a  death-rate 
per  1,000  per  annum  of  10.3.  Last  year  the  death-rate 
was  14.8. 

One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria,  and  one  case 
reported  recovered. 

Phthisis. — There  is  mentioned  by  registration  one 
death  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  aged  27  ;  one  3  years 
old  from  tubercular  meningitis  ;  and  one  14  months  old 
returned  as  chronic  tubercular  phthisis. 
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As  is  usually  the  case  in  our  district  a  good  pro¬ 
portion  of  deaths  arc  registered  as  senile  decav,  or  such 
combined  with  heart  disease.  No  fewer  than  8  eases 
occurred  above  70  years  of  age,  and  no  less  than  7  of 
these  belonged  to  the  class  mentioned.  Eight  died 
above  70,  giving  no  less  than  an  average  age  of  82  years. 

There  were  4  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  i.e.,  an 
infant  mortality  of  59.7  per  1,000  of  registered  births,  as 
against  101.6  last  year.  The  average  age  of  these  four 
infants  was  less  than  three  months. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

.Seven  cases  were  notified  in  1903. 

One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Five  reported,  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — Two  reported,  one  death. 

Enteric. — No  cases  reported. 

Measles. — Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  an 
epidemic  was  so  prevalent  that  both  large  schools  were 
closed,  still,  I  am  glad  to  say,  there  were  no  deaths. 

Smallpox. — Nil. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Moss 
Side  Hospital,  and  returned  well. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  debris  has  been  removed  from  Cock-pit  Court, 
and  much  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  cleanli- 


ness  thereof.  The  privies  situated  behind  King’s  Arms 
Hotel  have  either  been  done  away  with  or  converted  into 
water-closets. 

The  Sewers  are  in  good  condition,  having  been  well 
flushed  by  man  and  nature. 

The  three  remaining  Slaughter-houses  have  always 
been  found  on  irregular  visits  to  be  clean  and  sweet. 

The  Bake-houses,  shippons,  and  milk-houses  have 
been  seen  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Insanitary  Property. — This  is  being,  in  most 
cases  attended  to  by  the  proprietors,  and  several  cot¬ 
tages  have  been  taken  down.  Still  there  is  more  to  do. 
Several  sinks  not  being  in  compliance  with  the  law  have 
been  remedied. 

Water  Supply. — This  has  been  plentiful  and  good. 

Scavenging. —  The  Scavenging  has  been,  I  think, 
more  expeditiously  done,  and  the  material  has  been 
under  cover  whilst  being  carted  to  the  tip. 

Factory  and  Worshop  Act,  iqoi. — The  Factories 
and  Workshops  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  I  am 
glad  to  report  no  accidents.

Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  and  Summary  of  work  done  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1903. 

As  my  tenure  of  office  only  commenced  in  July,  I 
am  only  responsible  for  the  latter  half  of  the  year  1903. 


Public  Health  Act,  1875. 
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Water  Courser. — ‘ These  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
cleaned  for  some  time,  owing  to  so  much  water  standing 
in  them.  It  is  hoped  the  farmers  will  clear  their  portions 
as  soon  as  opportunity  arises. 

Model  Lodging  House. — There  is  one  registered 
Lodging-house  in  this  district.  I  inspect  the  house 
regularly,  and  have  no  complaint  to  make  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  conducted. 


Slaughter-Houses. — There  are  three  registered 
Slaughter-houses  in  this  district.  These  I  often  inspect, 
and  find  they  are  kept  very  clean. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — These  are  fairly  well  kept 
on  the  whole  ;  I  have  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Bake-Houses. — Alterations  have  had  to  be  made 
to  some  of  the  Bake-houses  because  they  did  not  comply 
with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  The  Bake-houses  are 
well  kept. 

New  Buildings. — Plans  have  been  approved  for 
new  buildings,  all  of  which  are  to  be  supplied  with 
Pylde  water,  and  the  drains  are  to  be  connected  to  the 
main  sewer. 

Sewers. — The  Sewers  are  cleaned  out  and  flushed 
once  a  fortnight  in  summer,  and  once  a  month  in  winter. 

Your  late  Surveyor  has  drawn  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  ventilating  the  main  sewers.  I  think  it  very 
necessary  to  have  some  erected,  and  strongly  recommend 
the  scheme  he  suggested,  namely,  three  six-inch  ventilat¬ 
ing  shafts  from  manholes  in  different  parts  of  the  sewers 
to  ventilate  same. 
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Infectious  Diseases. — There  has  been  five  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  reported  to  me  by  the  MedicalOfficer 
of  Health,  and  in  each  case  I  have  very  carefully  disin¬ 
fected  the  premises. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  thank  those  owners  of  property 
who  have  done  work  on  the  same  being  suggested  to  them 
thus  not  requiring  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the 
Council.
